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e LITHUANIA RECALLS DAMAGE DONE BY RUSSIAN OCCUPATION ON SECOND 
ANNIVERSARY OF TROOP WITHDRAWAL 

VILNIUS, Aug 31, BNS - Lithuanian parliamentary opposition leader Vytautas Landsbergis 
accused the country's administration of cowardice for failing to demand from Russia 
compensation for damages caused by the occupation. "I haven't noticed that the government of 
Lithuania has even mentioned the topic of compensation for damages at any international 
meetings," Landsbergis said in an interview with the daily Lietuvos Rytas. Prime Minister Adolfas 
Slezevicius, however, stated at a press conference on Thursday that intensive efforts were being 
made to find ways to receive compensation for damage done to Lithuania. The dimensions of 
damages caused to Lithuania by the occupation have not yet been estimated in monetary terms, 
but a figure cited by the press two years ago during negotiations with Russia was 146 billion

¢ BOBELIS URGED FOR MORE ATTENTION TO EU INTEGRATION 

VILNIUS, August 31, ELTA - Chairman of the Seimas Committee for Foreign Affairs Kazys 
Bobelis said real decisions on NATO expansion and, in particular, East European countries’ 
membership in the Alliance, would be taken after presidential elections in the United States and 
Russia. Therefore Lithuania must keep reiterating its striving towards NATO membership and 
simultaneously be more active in the integration to European structures process, Bobelis told a 
news conference on Thursday. Bobelis was recently elected Vice-President of the Organization 


on Security and Cooperation in Europe. 
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
